California taxpayers will save millions of 
dollars with the passage of Proposition 11, ac 


cording to proponents who favor the amendment 


concerning judicial salaries 


Simply stated, this measure would return con 
trol over judges’ pay to the legisiature, rather than 
raising salaries according to the annual increase 


in the Consumer Price index 


Legistation introducing the latter procedure 
was enacted in 1969 and then terminated in 1976 
when the California Legislature placed a five - 
percent - per - year limit on salary increases in 
order to prevent excessive raises during a period 


of high inflation 


At that time, however, the Supreme Court 
ruled that in the case of judges who were in office 
before January 1, 1977 (when the 1976 law 
became effective), the five percent limit could not 
be applied util those judges bagan serving new 
terms of offic: As a result of this ruling, there is 
now a two - tier saiary structure for judges — one 
based on the 1976 law and the CPi - controiled 
tier based on the 1969law Thus, according to the 
legislative analyst, as of January 1981. Four as- 
sociate judges of the Supreme Court will be paid 
$88,685 annually, while the other two associate

Lloyd's Bank of California. in which ASI has a 
$796 savings account at 5 25 percent interest and 
$120 000 invested in a time certificate with a 17 50 
percent return, has offices in Tehran 

It is amazing that the student government of a 
progressive university grinds so siowly along that no 
firm action to remove these funds has heen taken in 
over two years It is hard to believe that ASI actually 
condones the practices of the countries in question 
But the long delay makes one wonder 

if the AS! continues to postpone action the man 
fatory $10 student fee per semester which 15 used 
tor ASI investments and programs money should be 
iscontinued How many students want any part of 
thei mandatory fee being channeled into banks 
whose investments support foreign nations whose 
practices run contrary to the practices of this cour 
try If the ASI refuses to act promptly. students 
should not be mandatorily required to support these 


nvestments 

Two years of ASI inaction on an important issue

Improprieties at colleges 


intercollegiate sports, primarily football! and 
basketball programs at a growing number of major 
universities, have been plagued by a rash of im- 
proprieties which severely threaten the integrity of 
its existence Good sportsmanship, it seems, has 
now been replaced by a “must win at any cost” men- 
tality 

Scandals including the alteration of academic 
transcripts of junior college transfers, the granting 
of credits to athletes who never attended off - cam- 
pus extension courses plus the annual problems of 
under - the - table payoffs by coaches to potential 
recruits are only a few examples 

The major reason for all this is that sports have 
become too important an issue to too many people 
Winning ‘apparently is all that matters 

At the University of Oklahoma, footbali success 
was seen as a positive measure by Oklahomans dur- 
ing the late 1940s to ward off the negative image of 
the state given it by writers like John Steinbeck 

The entire state rallies behind the success of the 
Sooners and exalt in their gridiron prowess When 
they lose, as the Sooners did to Stanford earlier in 
the season, the entire state seems to suffer 

Success on the field also means larger revenues 
to operate athietic programs at a university. The only 
two which usually show a profit are the football and 
basketball programs A good football team can also 
generate up to $500,000 extra for an appearance ina 
major bow! game 

To win in collegiate football, quality athietes are 
needed. However, there is always fierce competition 
among eager universities for the services of these 
“star quality performers 

Some coaches, who aren't given tenure like other 
college professors, are tempted to cheat because 
they are fearful that if they don't produce a 
successful season they will get fired. Some of these 
desperate coaches have seen to it, with the help of 
overzealous alumni, that some of their athletes 
receive cars, wardrobes, and/or a steady flow of 
cash for enrolling at their institutions 

in most cases the National Collegiate Atheltic As- 
sociation (NCAA) will place a school on two years 
probation for recruiting violations (Oklahoma 
suffered this fate in 1973) 

it would seem that a two - year probationary 
period would prompt potential violaters to have 
second thoughts, but each year it gets worse The 
proud Pac-10 Conterence, is now a Pac-5 race for 
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the Rose Bow! because half of schools in the 
conference were guilty of a number of NCAA 
violations brought about by a intraconference com- 
mittee’s investigation 

Also, probation hurts the effectiveness of piayer 
recruiting, many of whom yearn for national ex- 
posure 

To compound the recruiting dilemma, many of 
the players who receive athletic scholarships don't 
have the aptitude to be in college. Former UCLA 
quarterback Jeff Dankworth told a reporter recently 
that a lot of his former teammates “had no business 
being on a UC campus.” 

But often coaches are able to bend the rules to get 
a star player admitted to that university. “How do 
you turn down an O. J. Simpson?” reasons 
Dankworth 

When these marginal (at best) students enter 
school, many quickly flunk out. More than half (52 
percent) of the incoming freshmen at the football 
powerhouse University of Southern California, for 
instance, fail to graduate 

Meanwhile, a number of these questionabie 
students spend their time in college solely ‘majoring 
in eligibility’ They will take a bunch of the proverbial 
basket weaving courses to maintain their eligibility 
rather than taking courses which are part of amajor 
Often coaches are the ones who arrange an athlete's 
academic schedule 

Despite the severe penalties which could be im- 
posed on schools, the cheating goes on How to 
remedy this occuring problem? 

The most efficient way to deter this growing 
problem would be for schools to immediately fire the 
Athletic Director when a violation occurs As the 
watchdog of all schoo! athletic activities it is his or 
her responsibility to make sure all NCAA santioned 
sports are run within the guidelines 

But the real culprit are the fans themselves. They 
exert so much pressure to produce winning teams 
From Little League to the pros, the importance of 
athletic competition has been overemphasized 

In high school, for instance, little notice ts giving 
to the ‘A’ student who can recite from ‘War and 
Peace’ But the town’s al! - star quarterback 
becomes a well - known figure and is regarded as 
something more than he really is, a student
